The United States army engi-
neers would not attempt to estimate
its net earnings, which forecast
would depend upon a 'knowledge of
future commercial conditions, and
requirements which, they sald, no
one can accurately foretell,

The Panama canal i8 60 miles
long, while the Nicaragua route
covers 1863 miles; the canal prop-
er embracing only 67 miles, the re-
mainder following a river and Lake
Nicaragua,

The Nicaragua canal would have
a considerable military advantage
over the Panama waterway, for it
will be less hagardous as a military
menace as it is a shorter distance
from United States coasts and forts
to the line it will have to protect;
therefore, the greater ita power to
defend it. .

Besides shortening ‘the time be-
tween the Atlantic and ° Pacific
ports by five or six days, the Nica-
ragua route has none of the pesti-
Wential difficulties which are more
or less present in the Panama zone.

With these two great waterways
operating ocean-to-ocean navigation
will assume such proportions as
will amaze the world, it is said,
and if congress will enact a law
permitting free 'tolls for American
ships through these canals, Ameri-
can commerce and American mer-
chant marine will rise to sueh su-
preme positions that the world will
look on in wonderment.
